GOERDLER’S CAREER. 


Why He Challenged the German Emper- 
or—Sent te am Asylum. 


New Tonk. Oct. 26.—Richard Goerdler, the 
man who wanted to interview President 
Cleveland, and who attracted attention 
some time ago by challenging Emperor 
William to fight a duel, is a native of Mari- 
enwerder previace, West Prussia. He emi- 
grated to the United States about 20 years 
ago and became a naturalized American 
citizen in Keatucky ia due course of time. 

In 1882 Goerdler was sent to Berlin by Mr, 
Henry Villard, it is claimed, to act as agont 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad. While oc- 
— . this position Goerdler organized a 

celebrated Germans who were in- 
vite to participate in the opening of the 
@ referred to. 

Some time later Goerdler’s father died in 
Germany, and the heirs got intoa fight over 
the estate. Richard Goerdler considered 
himseif wronged by his brother, but the 
German courts decided against him, and he 
then began the fight against the courts, ae - 
cusing them of conspiracy. When the Ger- 
man Secretary of Justice desided against 
him Goerdiler accused that official of being 
in the plot, and wouad 1 by challenging tne 
Emperor of Germany tofighta duel. A spe; 
cial jury of medical men was called upon to 
promogace on Goerdier’s sanity. They pro- 
nounced him hopelessly out of his mind, — 
he was found not guilty of the crime of lese 
majeste and was sent toa private asylum for 
the insane, where his brother paid the ex- 
penses for a time. 

But when the brother stopped paying tue 
expenses inthe asylum the authorities in 
formed the ometals. ofjthe United States Le- 
gation that Goerdler, being an American 
citizen and a care to the community, they 
would let Bim go and inquired wuether there 
would be any objeetions upon the part of the 
United States authorities, as represented by 
the Emigration Oommissioners. te allow 
Goerdler to land in America if he was sent to 
the United | States.

Death of a Woman Who Disapp:ared 
Twenty Years Ago.

For almost twenty years an affectionate 
Gaughter has carried on a search for her 
mother, and although both have lived in st. 
Louis all of that time, the search was unsuc- 
cessful until last August, when the mother, 
Frederika D. Bates, died atthe Poor-house. 
Her name was published in the burial per- 
mits and some one seeing it and knowing of 
the efforts made by the daughter to 
fad her motker, called the attention 
of the daughter to the similarity in names. 
Thursday the daughter calied at the office of 
the Mortuary Clerk to inspect the records, 


and she became convinced that the old wom- | 


an who died friendless and alone at the 
poor - house was her mother. The daughter 
dia not give her mame or address tothe 
Mortuary Olerk, but sde told the following 
story: 

Nov. 12, 1874, my mother disappeared 
She simply left the house one day and never 
returned. Wetriedto find her, bat could 
never get any trace of her. During all these 
twenty yearsIhave been hunting for her. 
At times I would find what I believed to bea 
clew to her whereabouts, but wpon farther 


investigation I found that it was a false one. 
I have never known what became of her and 
there was absolutely no reason why she 
should disappear in the manner she did. 

The records of the Board of Health show 
that Frederika D. Bates was sent to the City 
Insane Asylum ip 1874 and that she was 
transferred from the asylum to the Poor- 
house Jan. 19, 1894. She died at the Poor. 
house Aug. 14. "1894. The daughter teld Dr. 
Karges that she also learned that her 
mother was in St. Vincent’s institution 
fora short time prior to her commitment to 
the City Iasane Asylum. The daughter left 
no address with the Board of Health, but 
said she would investigate the matter far- 
therandif she found that the old woman 
no died at the Poor-house was really her 
mother she would apply fora permit to dis- 
inter the remains, which were buried in the 
Potters’ feld, and have them buried in a 
cemetery.
